WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—(4)-— 
Stepping unexpectedly onto the senate 
lobby committee's witness stand, 
Howard C. Hopson today described

The millionaire dictator of the As- 
sociated Gas & Electric system, whose 
rotund person has been the object of 
a suddenly stilled senate-house dispute, 
and who has been cited for contempt 
by the senate, strode grimly into the 
committee room after 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. He had jnst been released 
by his house committee “bodyguards.” 

Pressed N. Y. Times. 

So quickly was the committee called 
to hear him that only a group of 
newspapermen formed the immediate 
audience. 

Uriter*qestioning Hopson testified 
representatives were sent to the New 
York Times after an editorial which 
he considered unfair. 

“I told our people the New York 
, their editorial policies did

Vast Power, Navigation 
Project Near Augusta 
Gains Support From F. 
D. R.; Approval Seen. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today assured a Geor- 
gia congressional delegation he would 
shortly name a commission of three 
to investigate and report upon the 
proposed $17,500,000 Clark Hill power 
project located on the Savannah river 
some 20 miles north of Augusta. 

Senators Walter F. George and 
Richard B. Russell Jr., and Repre- 
sentative Paul Brown, of Elberton, 
called at the White House to request 
the chief executive to use his good 
offices in initiating a comprehensive 
survey of the project in the interest 
of navigation and flood control as well 
as power development. 

Russell said “We hope to make this 
project a small edition of TVA.” 

Russell said the project would gen- 
erate power, assure a dependable navi- 
gation channel in the river by regu- 
lating water flow, and prevent floods 
which periodically harass Augusta. 

Immediately following the confer- 
ence Representative Brown said the 
President undoubtedly would name an 
army engineer, a Federal Power Com- 
mission representative and an engineer 
from the Ptbliec Works Administra- 
tion as members of the survey com- 
mission. 
~ “The spending of $17,500,000 in the 
vicinity of Augusta will be a tremen- 


dous boon to the Georgia congressional 
district and I am confident govern- 
ment engineers will find the project 
worthy of federal development.” 

Millwee Owen, editor of the Augusta 
Chronicle, and Ernest Moody, secre- 
tary of the Augusta Chamber of Com- 
merce, who are in Washington, work- 
ing for the project, were highly pleased 
wh 1 assurances given by Mr. Roose- 
Veit. 

the presidential commissioner will 
ascertain whether the project is feas- 
ible. Other engineers have reported 
it to be essential for the preservation 
of water in the Savannah river that 
would insure a uniform six-foot level. 

The Georgia Power Company, which 
owns considerable property at the site 
of the project, has agreed to sell or 
lease its rights to the government and

Moscow Tells U. S. Reds 
To Support Roosevelt 


MOSCOW, Aug. 15.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt and his New 
Deal regime were hailed as “bul- 
warks against fascism,” by red lead- 
ers addressing the seventh world 
congress of the communist (third) 
international tonight. 

George Dimitrov, Bulgarian com- 
munist active in Germany before the 
famous reichstag fire trial, suggest- 
ed the American reds should support 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

“Some communist groups consid- 
er Mr. Roosevelt as a leader among 
fascists,” Dimitrov said. “But it 
must be pointed out that he is op- 
posed now by the financial circles 
which are the most substantial sup- 
porters of the trend to the right.” 

Earl Browder, secretary of the 
American communist party, told the 
congress the major problem of the 
communist party in the United 
States is to create a united trades 
union movement with the support of 
organized labor. 

He stressed the importance of 
solidarity among all supporters of 
socialist principles. 


ATLANTAN KILLED. 
INAIRPLANE CRAS 


James W. Thompson 
Among Four Victims of 
Smash-Up in Texas. 


GILMER, Texas, Aug. 15.—()— 
Two pilots and two passengers crash- 
ed to flaming deaths in a cotton field 
12 miles west of here early today aft- 
er the left engine of a _ tri-motored 
Delta Air Lines plane tore loose and 
fell. 

Early investigation disclosed — the 
plane had only two motors when it 
crashed, The missing motor had not 
been found at midmorning. 

Trapped and subsequently burned 
beyond recognition were: 

Andy Dixon, of Monroe, La., pilot. 

Herbert Bulkeley, Dallas, co-pilot. 

J. W. Thompson, Atlanta, passen- 
ger. 

P. A. Ivy, Birmingham, Ala., pas- 
senger. 

The plane was demolished. 

Officials Ge to Scene. 

Delta officials, Charles A. Rowe, 
superintendent of the United States 
Department of Commerce in Dallas, 
and Alva Sole, superintendent of air 
mails at Fort Worth, went to the 
scene of the crash, 12 miles west of 


Gilmer, to investigate. 

The bodies, burned beyond recog- 
nition, were pulled from the ship by 
Guy Weldon and Herbert McWhor- 
ter, farmers who heard the plane cir- 
cle over McWhorter’s cotton field 
shortly before the smashup. 

Weldon said he heard the roar of 
the motor and looked up to see the 
plane drop several flares. It circled 
over the level cotton patch as if te 
land, and then erashed at about a 
20-degree angle with a loud explo- 
sion. 


Kept Away by Fire. 

Weldon and MeWhorter raced to 
the scene, but were unable to ap- 
proach the blazing ship.. The twe 
farmers attempted to kill the fire 
with sand, but were forced to wait 
until the flames had subsided suffi- 
ciently to allow them to pull the 
charred bodies from the wreckage.

SENATE APPROVES 
WEALTH TAX BILL 
BY a! TO 22 VIE 


Amendment to Measure 
Prohibits Future Issue 
of Federal Tax-Exempt 
Securities By Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—(4)— 
The administration ‘‘wealth tax” bill 
whipped through the senate today on 
a 57-to-22 ballot. The action stir- 
red prospects of adjournment before 
next week is out. 

Only two days of debate preceded 
the vote to take an estimated $25U,- 
000,000 from million-dollar incomes, 
large corporations, estates and gifts. 
Senator La Follette’s two efforts to 
boost taxes on small incomes were 
erushed by 3-to-1 majorities. 

Tax-Exempt Bonds Banned. 

But the bill returned to the house 
with an amendment quickly inter- 
preted in administration quarters as 
threatening a serious handicap to 
President Roosevelt's financial pro- 
gram. 

Adopted, 40 to 39, on the motion 
of Senator Borah, republican, idaho, 
this amendment would prohibit fu- 
ture issues of tax-exempt federal se- 
curities. Treasury officials said im- 
mediately that, if accepted by the 
house, the amendment would place the 
government at a disadvantage, since 
states and municipalities would con- 
tinue to enjoy the tax-free privilege 
on their securities. 

“Aside from handicapping a heavy 
borrowing program ahead to finance 
the $4,000,000,000 work-relief pro- 
gram, officials said the Borah amend- 
ment would increase the cost of all 


money obtained. by the government. | 


President Roose¥elt had -recotfimended 
a constitutional“ amendment to per- 
mit taxing all governméntal securi- 
ties, federal, state-and local. 

Except for the "Borah ‘amendment 
and a silver amendment by McCar- 
ran, democrat, Nevada, the tax Dill 
went through virtually. as written by 
the senate finance committee. 

George a Conferee. 

Further evidencing~ a desire for 
speedy adjournment, the senate im- 
mediately appointed conferees to join 
with house managers in adjusting dif- 
ferences between the two bodies. They 
were Chairman Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, of the finance committee, 
and Senators King, democrat, Utah; 
George, democrat, Georgia; La Fol- 
lette, progressive, Wisconsin, and Met- 
calf, republican, Rhode Island. House 
leaders planned to send the bill to 
conference tomorrow. 

Senator Thomas, democrat, Okla- 
homa, just before the final vote, forced. 
democratic leaders to affirm formally 
their previous informal promise that 
bonus legislation would be given & 
preferred status early next January. 

The senate measure differs mate- 
rially with that approved by the house, 
although both would raise about the 
same amount of new revenue. 

Differences. 

Principal differences: The senate 
substituted higher estate and gift 
taxes on donors for the new inherit- 
ance taxes and levies on recipients 
of gifts approved by the house and 
proposed by the President. 

The senate also raised the surtax 
rates on individual net incomes over 
$1,000,000, whereas the house started 
the increases on incomes over $5U,- 


The senate measure boosted the 
house graduated corporation income 
taxes to bring in about four times 
as much new revenue; reduced the 
excess profits rates to produce only 
about one-tenth of that under the 
house measure, raised existing capital 
stock taxes and levied a new tax on 
intereorporate dividends. The house 
bill makes no mention of the latter 
two taxes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Accept- 
ing the George proposal for ending the 
Georgia highway controversy, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today directed Thomas 
H., MacDonald, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads, to 
write a letter to the State Highway 
Board announcing that federal funds. 
allotted the state are now available 
for immediate use, subject to minor 
conditions which it is assumed here 
will be entirely satisfactory to Gov- 
ernor Talmadge. 

In Atlanta Governor Talmadge 
would not comment on the President’s 
order except to say he would not 
“make a statement until I see the let- 
ter from Washington.” 

Summoning Mr. MacDonald to the 
White House this morning for @ con- 
ference on the long-drawn-out dispute 
the President is reported to have or- 
deréd the $19,000,000 of highway 
funds involved released on the follow- 
ing basis, suggested earlier by Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, senior Georgia 
member in the upper house: 

To Enlarge Staff. 

The State Highway Board to en- 
large its engineering staff and inspec- 
tion staff to a point necessary to han- 
dle the greatly increased expendi- 
tures. 

All minor details of administration 
over which there may be disagree- 
ment, included disputed individual 
projects, to be made the subject of 
later negotiations between the State 
Board and the Federal Roads Bureau 
—without interfering, however, with 
the main $19,000,000 program.

the White House today by congress. 


President Roosevelt’s signature was 
regarded as certain. 


The legislation has two major aims: 
To give the secretary of agriculture 
greater powers to keep farm prices 
on parity with those of non-agricul- 
tural products; and insure that the 
program will meet constitutional chal- 
lenges in the courts. 

The bill was revised extensively 
from its original form after the su- 
preme court decision had invalidated 
the NRA. 

The bill was amended in two places, 
changes which displeased the sikpinio. 
tration. 

_ With the exception of milk, price 
fixing was prohibited as a part of 
the marketing agreements. 

_ Added to the bill over administra- 
tion objections was the provision per- 
mitting processors to recover process- 
ing taxes in event they are later held 
unconstitutional by -the courts.

of operation, according to Laigh Par- 
ker, general traffic manager, with 
headquarters in Monroe, La. 

The first fatalities in the,10 years 
of operation of Delta Air Eines, he 
said, are believed to have been caused

“This decision was made entirely 
without prejudice as to race or na- 
tionality, but simply as a precaution- 
ary measure to preserve the property 
of the hotel and insure the safety of 
our guests.”

ROM E.—Mussolini is the spark 
that keeps the fascist fire alive. 
Mussolini is the symbol whose magic 
name binds the black shirt legions to- 
gether into a bundle of steel rods. 
Mussolini is the dynamo’ that has 
driven the Italian people with  re- 
morseless never-flagging energy for 15 
years and that is now speeding up its 
tempo. to dizzying rapidity for the 
final, inevitable climax of empire or 
downfall, death or glory, immortality 
or the abyss. But if Mussolini were to. 
disappear from the scene tomorrow, 
there would be no war in Africa and 
the fascist regime in Italy would col- 
lapse like a house of straw. 

Without Mussolini’s personal pres- 
ence, the war demonstrations not only 
lack. utterly in fire and enthusiasm, 
but they rapidly degenerate into mobs 
bellowing into the void. Even so, the 
mass of the Italian people is sullen 
and sensibly hostile to the Duce's mar- 
tial. enterprise in Africa. Only the 
youth has caught fire. : 


Regular Troops 
Lack Enthusiasm. 


The troops going to Africa are leav- 
ing in mixed moods. The black shirt di- 
visions march away gayly, flowers on 
their bayonets, songs on their lips, in 
a spirit of exaltation. Regular army 
units go by silently. In Milan and 
Trieste, where I watched their de- 
parture, they walked grimly through 
silent crowds of spectators, In Naples, 
where I had gone to witness the em- 
bareation of an infantry regiment 
from Turin, access to the quays was 
suddenly forbidden by the black shirts, 
as one company befofe going up the 
gangplank burst into cries of impreca- 
tion at the fascists, followed by a 
massed cry of protest against the 
war: “Abasso Africa! Abasso la Guer- 
ra!” The same cry was heard in 1910 
at the time of the war in Tripoli and 
at Caporetto in 1917. 

The public was not allowed to see 
what happened next. Women and chil- 
dren were pushed to the exits by the 
black shirt police with a brutality 
that set one to thinking about the 
methods this pretorian guard of fas- 
cism has used in keeping the Duce’s 
law and order supreme. this last

Parades Fizzle. 
Out. 


A demonstration in favor of the 
government’s policy in Abyssinia fail- 
ed completely this afternoon in Rome 
owing to the absence of the Duce. 
The crowds, carrying flags and post- 
ers, gathered outside the district head- 
quarters of the fascist party and then 
converged toward the Plazza Colonna 
where they believed Mussolini would 
address them from the ministry of for- 
eign affairs. Most of the posters af- 
firmed Italy's determination to deal 
with Abyssinia in her own way. 

When the demonstrators gathered 
in the Plazza Colonna, Mussolini fail- 
ed to appear on the balcony whence 
he usually speaks to demonstrating 
crowds. Instead, Vezzio Orazi, the fed- 
eral secretary of the Rome fascists, 
appeared at the balcony of the Press 
Club and delivered an inflammatory 
speech, promising victory to the Ital- 
ian people and ending with the words: 
“It is good and sweet to die for one’s 
country.’ He pronounced the words in 
Latin: “Dulce et decorum pro patria 
mori,” giving the occasion a_ classic 
Roman flavor. The crowd of black 
shirts remained adamant. 

The disappointment at the absence 
of Mussolini proved disastrous. Men 
who came into the square cheering 
looked up at the closed blinds in the 
windows of the palazzo, eyed each 
other and thréw their banners into 
the nearest hacks and cabs. In a few 
minutes the square was empty of the 
cheering crowd and there remained 
only the black shirt militia who had 
come to hold the crowd in order.

To Poor by Rockefeller Reported

The market value of the stock on 
June 28 was about $27,300,000. To- 
day, because of market declines, it is 
worth about $25,000,000. The senate 
tax bill would increase the tax ov 
such a gift if made to a single indi- 


vidual by an amount estimated up- 
ward of $1,250,000. The tax in June, 
if going to a single individual, would 
|have exceeded $10,000,000, but would 
be much lower # divided, while char- 
itable contributions are largely ex- 
empt. 

Rockefeller gave 85,000 shares, now 
valued at about $1,000,000, of this 
same stock to an unidentified ‘“‘edu- 
cational and scientific corporation” 
in March. His holdings as of June 30 
were 2,852,570 shares, worth about 
$34,200,000. In addition, other con- 
mission reports show he held 2,142,- 
422 shares of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey common, valued at nearly 
$100,000,000, and 1,306,828 common 
shares of Standard Oil of California, 
valued at. $45,700,000. 

Last December, Rockefeller disposed 
of 600,700 shares of Standard Oil of 
New Jersey stock, but the commission 
report did not disclose whether this 
was sale, transfer or gift. 

The June gift in Socony shares s0 
reduced his holdings in that company 
that the law will not require him to 
continue to report changes. At pres- 
ent reports are required of directors, 
officers and holders of more than 10 
per cent of a corporation’s stock. 
Rockefeller had been a 10 per cent 
holder, but the June gift reduces this 
substantially and he is neither officer 
nor director in the company.

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—(UP)—Julius 
Streicher, leading Jew-baiter, 
his first appearance in Berlin tonight 
since the early days of nazi supremacy 
and demanded a new drive to free the 
reich capital of Jews.

I am not as young as I once was 
and do not snap out of these backsets 
as promptly as I once did. You may 
not know it, but this is my fourth ma-

“There is one erroneous impression 
which I earnestly desire of removing 
from your mind. Not in all of my po- 
litical experience have I been more 
misunderstood nor my position more 
thoroughly distorted. The newspapers 
in glaring headlines indicated, as a 
matter of fact stated, both in news 
stories and in editorials that I made 
the assertion that the July-August 
term of the grand jury was a political 
grand jury and adopted the resolu- 
tions of the committee’ for political 
purposes, 

Blames George Longino. 

“Nothing was, nor is, further from 
my belief or conviction. What I did 
say, and what I here and now repeat, 
and what I am firmly convinced of, 
is that George Longino inspired this 
matter as a spectacular beginning for 
'his political campaign in 1936. There 
was never the slightest disagreement 
between Longino and myself until he 
approached me and asked me for my 
political support in 1936. I told him 
very frankly, that whereas [ had sup- 
ported him vigorously in two of his 
previous campaigns, my experience 
with his methods and with his motives 
had convinced me that 1 was then in 
error and that I could no longer sup- 
port his political aspirations. 

“For your information, there is no 
chance for harmony as between Lon- 
gino and anyone else unless every “t”’ 
is crossed and every ‘i’ dotted strictly 
in accordance with his wishes. Cer- 
tain able and well-informed men who 
have in the past rendered honest and 
conscientious service to Fulton couny, 
told me that they declined to stand for 
re-election as county commissioners be- 
cause of the utter inability to serve 
in harmony and co-operation with 
Longino. 

“Longino asserted before a_ pre- 
vious grand jury that I had _ “re- 
sorted to political wiles and trickery 
ito supersede him on the Welfare 
'Board when that body was reorganized 
jlast April. The facts are that my 
/hame was substituted for his upon the 
earnest request ofthe other members 
‘of the Welfare Board and against 
my wishes because, to quote the exact 
language of some of those patriotic 
men who are giving so generously 
and freely of their time to the relief 
of human suffering in Fulton county, 
‘There is no living with that fellow, 
Longino, unless he can run everything 
to suit himself.’ As a result of 
these urgings, I accepted the office 
and have worked in peace and har- 
mony with the other members of the 
Welfare Board. 

Cites Past Record. 

“In addition to these facts, I take 
a great deal of pride, although I am 
not the least bit egotistical, in refer- 
ring to my past record as a county 
commissioner when I served with such 
men as Judge Virlyn B. Moore, for- 
mer Mayor I. N. Ragsdale, the Hon. 
Charlies G. Turner, Captain George 
M. Hope, both now deceased ; the Hon. 
Paul S. Etheridge, Walter B. Stew- 
art and Dr. W. L. Gilbert. Each 
/and everyone of these men will bear 
testimony to the fact that our every 
effort was devoted mutually and ¢v- 
operatively to the welfare and upbuild- 
ing of Fulton county. 

“The main idea Ll want to get over 
to you, George, is that [I now have 
and always have had the deepest re- 
spect for all grand jury investigations 
and presentments, whteher 1 was in 
full agreement with them or not. .I 
have never lobbied with, nor approach- 
ed, nor sought to influence any mein- 
ber of any grand jury at any time, 
except when summoned before the 
grand jury in open meeting, and said 
what had to say in the presence 
of all of those interesfed. 

“You have my full permission to 
read this letter in whole, or in part, 
together with copy of the letter which 
I am sending to Dr. Adams, at the 
meeting of the grand jury on next 
Friday.: I would have-written soouer, 
except for the fact that this is the 
first day my physical strength would

Jammed like sardines in two small 
cells, 240 of the prisoners still await- 
ed court hearings at the end of the 
day and were transferred from York- 
— court to West Side jail for the 
night.

sweltering detention cells, which were 
built to hold 50 prisoners, and the 
congestion aroused the ire of Magis- 
trate Jonah J. Geldstein. 

Observing that no provision had 
heen made for feeding the prisoners, 
Magistrate Goldstein said: .

raiser were to jam livestock into crates 
or cars like these men have been 
packed away today the offenders 
would be brought into court by an 
indignant public and severely  sen- 
tenced.” 

The roundup, ordered as a result 
of a series of assaults, robberies and 
killings in the public parks, netted 32 
men with criminal records. 

Of the 395 persons arrested in Man- 
hattan, 232 were charged with disor- 
derly conduct, 154 with vagraney, and 
nine with assault and robbery. 

Jail terms of from one to ten oo 
were meted out in a number of the 
cases disposed of during the day, but 
many prisoners were discharged. 


NEWNAN COURT BILL 


IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The 
house today passed a bill sponsored 
by Representative Emmett Owen, of 
Griffin, which provides for another 
division of the United States district 
court at Newnan in the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia. 

If enacted the bill will create a 
fourth division in the northern dis- 
trict, the others now being located at 
Atlanta, Gainesville and Rome. 

Representative Owen is the first 
member of congress to have such a 
bill passed in recent years. Hitherto 
the attorney-general has not looked 
with favor upon court districts but 
being convinced that a real emergency 
existed in Georgia he readily approved 
the Owen measure.

son, I wish to advise you as folows: 

“On July 25, 1935, it was neces- | 
sary to perform an emergency peta 
tion on Mr. Johnson for a strangulat- | 
ed incisional hernia. 

“Several years ago Mr. Johnson had 
an emergency operation for an attack | 
of acute appendicitis. It was necessary 
for the wound to be drained at that | 
time. Subsequently an abscess devel- 
oped in the abdominal wall which re- 
quired incision and drainage. This left 


which resulted in a large incisional 
hernia. 

“About 5 o'clock on the morning; 
of July 25, 1935, this hernia became | 
strangulated ahd an immediate opera- 
tion was resorted to in order ¢o re- 
lieve the strangulation and repair the | 
hernia. Mr. Johnson stood the opera- | 
tion very well for a man of his age. 
His convalescence to date has been 
satisfactory. However, because of his | 
age, his general physical condition, | 
and the technical difficulties encoun- 
tered in the operation. I do feel that | 
it will interfere with his progress and | 
lessen his chances for a complete re- | 
covery if, for any reason. he resumes | 
his activities before the first of Sep- | 
tember. 

“His abdominal wound has not, 
healed completely yet. It is necessary | 
to have it dressed periodically, and 
any undue strain, like standing or! 
walking, at this time may mean that 
the operation might result in a fail- | 
ure. It is customary after such an op- | 
eration for the patient to remain in. 
bed for a period of one month. If he | 
remains at Sea Island Reach until the 
first of September and continues his | 
contalescence, as I have outlined to 
him, and if there are no complications, 
his chances for a complete recovery 
are excellent. After September 1, if

T0 SAVE RANGH HOME 


Eviction Demand of 
Doheny Company. 


EL PASO, Texas, Aug. 15.—(4)— 
Mrs, Albert B. Fall, greying wife of 
the former secretary of the interior, 
strode militantly today into Tres Ritos 
ranch eviction proceedings instituted 
through a company headed by their 
old friend E. L, Doheny. 

“I'll hire the best lawyer in New 
Mexico to save our home,” she said, 
supplementing «a declaration of defi- 


ance from Fall, who is ill at the 
ranch, “I’m going to file a suit my- 
self and I’m not going to wait tor 
somebody to move us out.” 

At Los Angeles, R. M. Sands, rice 
president of the Doheny-controlled pe- 
troleum securities company, said Do- 
heny. was “thoroughly conversant” 
with an order to Fall to vacate the 
750,000-acre ranch at Three Rivers, 
N. M., by today. 

“If Mr. Fall insists on remaining,” 
Sands said, “we are prepared to take 
the matter into the courts.” 

Sands said the friendship of Fall 
and Doheny, once fellow prospectors, 
“has not been changed.” He declared 
sale of the property under foreclosure 
is “being handled entirely by myself 
as a business matter of the company.” 

Mrs. Fall referred briefly to the 
conviction of Pall on a-charge of ac- 
cepting a bribe from Doheny in the 
naval oil reserve case, for which he 
was sentenced to a year in prison and 
$100.000 fine. 

“Mr. Fall has two more things he 
wants to get done—to regain his citi- 
zenship rights, of which he was 
wrongfully deprived, and to save the 
Three Rivers home for his family. 

“He has been too ill to do either.” 

Mrs. Fall disclosed that she has 
been the family’s sole support since 
the Fall fortunes turned downward. 
She is operating a Spanish cafe in 
Fl Paso and a mercantile business at 
Three Rivers.

When the. peaches are tender, not 
soft or mushy, put them in: the hot 
jars. Add more peaches to the syrup 
and wheh they are tender put them 
in the jars. From time to time you 
may have to add more vinegar and 
sugar. Be sure to keep the syrup rich. 
It gets weaker from the peach juice 
that, escapes. When all the peaches 
are in the jars bring the syrup back 
to the boil and pour it. boiling hot. 
over the peaches. Fill jars’ to over- 
fiowing. Seal at once dnd set away 
for winter use. 
To make brandied peaches you may 
take four pounds of peaches, Peel 
them. You cook them until tender in 
a syrup made of four pounds of sug- 
ar and just enough water to dissolve 
it. When the peaches have cooked 
for five minutes, take them out, put 
them in jars. Cook the syrup for 15 
minutes. Measure one pint of brandy 
and add to syrup which has been 
taken from the fire. Pour over peach- 
es in jars and seal. There's another 
method which calls for layers of 


peaches and sugar in a crock. Each 
day the peaches shrink and more 
peaches and sugar are added until 
the crock stays full. During this time 
fermentation. is. supposed. to. start. At

IN AFRICA WITH LIVINGSTONE 
X—The Last Trail. 

We may feel sure that Livingstone 
would have enjoyed going back to 
Great Britain, in company with Stan- 
ley. His wife had died years before, 
but he had children and other rela- 
tives whom he weuld have been happy 
to see. There would have been an- 
other warm welcome from the British 
public; but, as it was, he remained in 
Africa—and died there. ; 

In bidding good-by to Stanley, Liv- 
ingstone said: “I will say this to you. 
You have done what few men could 
do: far better than some great trav- 
elers I know. I am grateful to you 
for what you have done for me.” ; 
After going some distance on his 
way, Stanley looked around and waved 


his handkerchief in farewell. Living- 
stone, in reply. lifted his cap; it was 
the last time he was to see a‘man 
from the western world. 

We know of the closing year of Liv- 
ingstone’s life from the diary in which 


he wrote after Stanley left. The 


months were filled with hard work, 


_ sickness and adventure. 


One day Livingstone was attacked 
by “a snake seven feet long,” but he 
meg it while it was rearing to strike 

im. 

At another time, he “suffered a fu- 
rious attack from red driver ants.” 

“Our cook fled at their first onset,” 
Livingstone wrote. “I lighted a can- 
dle, and remembering Dr. Van der 
Kamp’s idea that no animal will at- 
tack man unless provoked, lay still, 
The first came on my foot reg 
Then some began to bite between 
toes. 

“Then the larger ones swarmed over 
the foot, bit furiously and made blood 
start. I went out of the tent, and 
was instantly covered as close as small- 
pox on a patient. 

“Grass fires were lighted, and my 
men picked some off my limbs. After 
battling for an hour or two, they took 
me into a tent not yet invaded... 
the ants remained with us till late 
in the afternoon, and we put hot ashes 
on them.” 

The natives who were with Living- 
stone cared for him tenderly when his 
illness grew worse. Part of the time 
they carried him in a litter. One 
morning they found him dead, and 
their sorrow was great. They remem- 
bered his kindness and care for them. 
After burying his heart beneath a tree, 
they bore the body to the port at 
Zanzibar. 

Westminster Abbey. which is the 
burial place of many honored persons 
of British blood, contains the remains 
of David Liyingstone—except for the 
heart, which still rests under the soil 
of the continent to which he gave so 
many years.

‘ $. Hubbard, superintendent of 
the high school at Baldwin, and former 
state senator, in a letter to The Con- 
stitution, and J. Harold Saxon, head 
of the Quitman schools, both stated 
more than a half million dollars had 
been diverted from the school fund. 

Governor Talmadge when advised of 
the Hubbard and Saxon statements 
said he had nothing to add to his de- 
nial issued in reply to the Roosevelt 
letter that the school funds had been 
diverted. 

The following communication from 
ex-Senator Hubbard, at Baldwin, was 
received by The Constitution: 


Hubbard Statement. 


“Editor Constitution: I have just 
read your editorial ‘The President Mis- 
informed’ in today’s Constitution in 
which you stated ‘Fortunately it is 
not difficult to ascertain the facts 
in an issue of this kind, since it is 
a matter of dollars and cents, of which 
record is kept by careful accounting. 
The figures given by the Governor are 


explanatory. 


“It is regrettable that you did not 
ascertain the facts before publishing

CHICOPEE PRESIDENT

Big Plant at Gainesville 
Stilled as Workers Object 
to ‘Clock Man.’ 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Aug. 15.— 
(P)\—The Chicopee Manufacturing 
Corporation’s big cotton textile mill 
here was stilled today by a strike of 
workers who said they quit in protest 
at initiation of a “stretch-out” system 
of work. 

An estimated 750 workers were af- 
fected. 

The atrike, which followed the beat- 
ing of J. H. W. Snead, “clock man,” 
at the mill, was the first labor trouble 
of any consequence in the eight-year- 
old history of the plant. 

Deputy Sheriff M. E. Lawson said 
the sheriff's office was investigating 
the attack on Snead, who was taken 
from the plant by a group of workers

Honor Certificates Are Pre- 
- sented Three Farm 
Leaders. 


ATHENS, Ga.,. Aug. 15.—(P)— 
Methods of obtaining a. year-round 
pasture for Georgia livestock were 
discussed at a special conference fo- 
day on forage crops. , 

Dr. John R. Fain, head of the 
agronomy department of the Univer- 
sity College of Agriculture, addressed 
the farm and home week méeting with 
advice on pasture planning. 

‘““When the problem of maintenance 
and utilization is fully understood 
and a system worked out to meet 
it, pastures will become an important 
factor in the Georgia farm business,” 
he said. 

Dr. Fain explained that Georgia 
climate conditions, type of pasture 
grass, soil and grazing stock must be 
considered in planning forage crops. 

Hale, assistant agronomist 
at the Georgia experiment station, 
urged use of both winter and summer 
growing vegetation in development of 


hay from annual crops. He pointed 
out, however, that “perennial crops

1. Denied the prediction by Senator 
McCarran that the “spirit” of the 
prevailing wage would be set up on 
the $19 to $94 works progress wage 
scale. 

2. Declared all transients able to 
work and otherwise eligible would be 
enlisted in the Civilian Conservation 
Corps or given jobs by other work 
relief agencies. 

3. Estimated $1,900,000,000 al- 
ready allotted for work relief proj- 
ects—including $175,000.000 in WPA 
programs—would employ 1,575,000 
persons, leavink $2,1 for the 
remaining 1,925,000, while WPA ap- 
plications total $727,000,000. 

Joined with Secretary Ickes in 
seeking to make clear the difference 
between public works and works prog- 
ress projects and in warning com- 
munities not to leave PWA to try for 
better terms with Hopkins’ agency. 

Hopkins said the 602,000 jobs were 
exclusive of those continuing work 
under the relief administration work 
program—now reduced from the 2,- 
500,000 peak of several months ago. 

This figure, which was 52.000 
larger than the number at work a 
week ago, included 133,000 on WPA 
projects, 442,000 members of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, and 27,- 
000 employed by other federal agen- 
cies. Only 302,000 new jobs’ hare 
been created, however, because the 
Civilian Conservation Corps was 
00,000 strong before the new pro- 
gram was considered.
